IRS T, when I doe enter in to ſerious 
den conſideration of the Sobriety of our 
fore. Fathers, that having rece iued 
from their Elders a volumeof Gra- 
tious writings, would not bee want- 
ing to deliver them ouer to their 

= SS Poſterity in the ſame Number and Or- 
der, they had receiued them; I cannot bur a pproue 
their Piow Ingenaity , chooling rather to ſubſcribe to 
their Elders in things not altogether intolerable, then to 

queſtion their diſcretion. | 

And in the Second place, when I behold the Syncer i- 
ty of men of our owne times, that will not admit the 
leaſt blaſt of Earthly Are to mixe it ſelfe with the Ore- 
cles knowne to bee immediately breathed vnto vs by the 
Divine Spirit, Imuſt needes admire their Religious inte- 
grity, that cannot indure any ſhew of Paricy to finde 
place berwixt the things of God and of Men.

ſeahs wife of ſornications, the Rich mans charitic in Hell 


and fuch like; So that to the one as well as to che other 


this ſeemeth to bee imepmteble, And therefore in theſe ca- 
ſes, the eyes of fleſh and blood are of neceſſity to be clo- 
ſed, and wee muſt ſubmit our ſelues wholly to bee led by 
the light of the Spiritual man, and ſtriue to acquiet our 
ſelues in the «Myſteries of them, without nice ſatisſacti- 
on of the Natarall reaſon.

By which it ſuffered grieuous Per- 
ſeentions and e Martyrdemes, through their Calamnies 
put into the eares of the En:perours, and Kings of the 
earth yet [nfidel; and vnconnerteds Which as] haue ſaide 
did no bettet agree together, then that two Trees ſo 
much different, ſhould be ſaide to reſemble one the o- 
ther, or to be of one and the ſame kinde, 

But what if wee ſhall ſay, that out of the Appeliatine 
names of theſe two Trees, are foretold what kinde of ac- 
cuſations ſhould be brought againſt it by either of them ? 
Certainly when I conſider the Nature of them both to- 
gether, with thereferenct they haue to the perſons to 
whoſe Accuſations they are adpropriate, I cannot but 
vnderſtand ſome ſpeciall Myſteris hidden in it. 

For firlt co the Gemile is allotted the Lestiſqus Tree, 
whoſe teare is that vſuall gumme Maſtique , ſo ſeruicea- 
ble vnto them that ſtudy wholy for the outward: beauty 
and graciouſneſle of the body, as if (with the Eyicure) 
they made the pleaſure and contentment thereof their 
Sammum bouum and onely end. And ſo did the Gentiles - 
lay to the charge of the Chriftians , that vnder pretence 
of their religious meetings, they gaue themſelues whol- 
ly to Anarchy, Senſualuy, and carnall liberty, which mult 
breed a rei-&5on of all good Gonernment , Order, andcare 
of the common good. And on the other fide, wheres - 
as to the /ew} is adſcribed this kinde of Helwe-Trec , 
whoſe beryes (as I ſhewed before) yeeld that precious 
dye ( which pertaines onely tothe Promces and great ftates- 
wer of the world to bee attired in). So the accuſations 
which theſe men brought againſt the Cbriſiant, were 
( alrogether or for the moſt parr) matters of Ambvtion, 
"Treaſon, and Innowation, 25 if they aſpired to a worldly 
Power and Souerainty. And this they charged them 
wich, thereby co make chem odious to the Gentiles, in 
whoſe hand che fate then was.
